Making Service Easy to Buy Is 
Real Reason for Success of Many 


| Independent Shops, Says Shattuck 


‘ 


By C. P. SHATTUCK 
S STATED in a previous article, there is nothing wrong 


with service itself. 


True it is that every service sta- 


tion and repair shop does not supply the perfect service. 
And perfect service is that type of service that is satisfactory 
to the car owner, is easy for him to purchase and, when the 


transaction is fully completed, leaves the car dealer 


This kind of service is not ren- 
dered by every repair shop and 
service station. When it is con- 
sidered that there are approxi- 
mately 80,000 places where me- 

* chanical work is performed, it is 
quite apparent that some of these 
do not, and cannot, under the 
conditions under which they ope- 
rate, give the car owner value for 
his dollar and a square deal. 

But all of shops are not 
gyps: They are merely the vic- 
tims of their own ignorance, Oil 
incompetent workmen, insufficient 
shop equipment, non-productive 
methods and generally directed by 
men lacking business methods. These

Percy Chamberlain, the father of 
fathers of the flat-rate system of | 
service, hit the nail squarely on tne 
head when in addressing the fac- 
tory service managers in their re- 
cent convention he said:— 

“The average owner still carries 
the idea that the repair shop is or- 
ganized tc ‘gyp’ him, that the me-| 
chanic loafs on the job—that his bill 
is too high.” 

In speaking of the independent 
shop Chamberlain said: “The cus- 
tomer will buy where it is easiest 
for him to buy—where he likes to 
buy. The independent will re- | 
main so long as it serves and the 
customer thinks it serves him. 

If thousands of independent shops 
make it easy for the customer 10 
buy, as alleged by Mr. Chamberlain, 
and, by the same token, these car | 
owners like to buy service at these | 
places and are apparently satisfied. 
what is their appeal? Is it price: 
Is it the quality of the work ren- 
dered? Is it superior salesmanship? | 

Generally speaking, it is not the 
price of the repair bill, although it 
is held to be. Under the same given 
conditions, i. e. shop equipment, 
mechanics, shop methods, etc., and 
the flat rate and piece work method 
of compensating the workmen, and | 
assuming the factor of overhead be | 
squal with the independent and the 

car dealer, the final bill to the cus- | 
tomer will be practically the same. | 

If the car owner patronizing the 
dealer's service station pays $16 for 
a carbon and valve job properly per- 
formed and when again needing the 
same operation goes to an independ- 
ent and pays $16 or even more, why 
does he make the change? And if} 
the owner continues to patronize the 
independent what is it the shop has | 
that the car dealer’s service station | 


apvarently lacks? 

“There must be some reason why 
Mr. Car Owner discontinues patron- 
izing the man from whom he bought 
the car and transfer his trade to an 
unknown quantity. Now dozens of 
explanations can be offered, such as 
the tvpe of owner that cannot be 
satisfied if service was rendered free 
and on a gold platter, the kind of 
owner who comes into the shop with 
the idea that he is going to be 
robbed, and the owner who believes 
the fantastic stories of his friends, 
i. e., that they operate their cars 
25.000 miles without expending one 
cent for repairs. And then there is 
the type of owner who somehow or 
other gets the idea that the auto- 
mobile has been so perfected that 
it will run forever without mechan- | 
ical attention. 

It is these types, and some of 
the more intelligent, keeping the 
independent shops operating. But, 
as previously stated, how is it that 
these owners so dissatisfied with 
the car dealer’s service are so 
easily satisfied by the independ- 
ent?
